Summary of purpose and/or change: 

LB 791 amends the Nebraska Plant Protection and Plant Pest Act to provide express authority for the Department of 
Agriculture to promulgate rules governing the planting of certified seed potatoes in the state.  Specifically, LB 791:  
 

• Inserts a new defined term, “certified seed potatoes,” in section 3 of the bill which is incorporated into the 
Plant Protection and Plant Pest Act by sections 1 and 2 of the bill.   

• Amends §2-10,116 to add rules pertaining to the planting of certified seed potatoes to a list of items relevant to 
the regulation of plant pests for which the Department is expressly authorized by this section to promulgate 
rules and regulations.
